MADRID AND ITS MONUMENTS. 


Buen Retiro— the pateo— the prado de san Hter- 
onimo— the calle de Icon, and the house o f Cervan­ 
tes. 
It would appear that no remains of the ancient city 
of Madrid have escaped the destroying hand of tune. 
The present capital of Spain cannot be said to be the 
same city which was known to the Greeks by the name 
of Mantana. 
If it be alleged that Madrid is the Majori- 
lum on the Ursaria of the the ancient Romans, it may 
he asked what has become of the monuments with 
which it was once adorned—the temples, circuses, aque­ 
ducts, &c. ? 
The Goths succeeded the Romans in the 
domination of Spain ; and they remained masters of it 
until they w ere in their turn succeed by the Saracens. 
Put Madrid presents no vestiges of the Romans. The 
city contains but very few monuments anterior to the 
period when Chari©* V. or rather Phillip II. made it 
the seat of the Spanish Court. 
At that time the treasures of the New World and the 
revenues of the numerous states subject to the dominion 
of S p in , accumulated in Madrid the wealth of the tw o 
h etuspheres. 
Architecture, which always follows the 
f a tunes of states, then embellished the new capital with 
many of the edifice* which still adorn it. 
The palace 
of Phillip IV. no longer exists, but on its site there has 
been constructed one of the finest Royal residences of 
which Europe can boast. 
The new decorations of 
Buen Retiro have almost entirely "hanged the old edi­ 
fice. 
Even the public promenades, which in Spain are 
the scene of so many romantic adventures, have under­ 
gone alterations. 
If Calderon could rise from the dead, 
he would view with ecstacy the superb Paseo, which 
has taken place of the old Prado de San Hieronimo. 
But among these recent monuments of the splendor of 
Spain, we find no trace of the glory which that country 
possessed at a time when the rest of Europe w’as in a 
slate of semi-barbarism. 
Madrid is unlike Rome, where 
the ruins of antique monuments continually call to mind 
the power of that ancient mistress of the world, and 
where modern edifices bear evidence of the taste for the 
fine arts, and the encouragement they received at the 
period when modern Italy became the rival of ancient 
Italy. 
Absorded in these reflections, a traveller who was 
sauntering through the Calle tie Leon in Madrid, slopped 
to look at some workmen who were pulling dowu a 
house at the corner of the Calle de San Francisco. 
A 
triend who was passing by roused him from his reverie, 
by saying, ‘In that house, which is now being destroyed 
without any expression of regret on the part of the in­ 
habitants of this eapital, there lived and died a man 
whose genius has survived the ancient glory of Spanish 
literature ; I allude to poor Miguel de Cervantes Saave­ 
dra. 
The immortal author of Don Quixote lived there 
in poverty and in want, and ended his days in that 
house, on the 23d of April, 1616, the very' day on 
which bhakspeare died.
